OH, MR. PITKIN 


EASTER DAY 


T HE great Christian festival once more centers attention, if 
only for the day, on the life and the events that Easter com­ 
memorates. The world looks back 1,900 years on the life of 


a Galilean peasant. 
What did He do that produced consequences so momen­ 
tous for mankind? 
Not a great deal in a material way. 
But 
His soul was so on fire with love for his fellowmen, with devo­ 
tion to a way of life that would establish the kingdom of God on 
earth, that the fire spread to those with whom He associated, 


and through them to the world. 
While He was in a sense a child of His time, as all must be, 
there was a universality and timelessness in His soul that gave 
Him mastery of the ages. Through the centuries that have passed 
since the tragedy on Golgotha, ardent spirits have drunk of His 
inspiration and have gone out to move vast numbers of people. 
“ The trouble with Christianity,” says Bernard Shaw, “ is 
that it never has been tried.” 
True, the world would not be in 
its present plight if it had been dominated by His spirit. 
The Golden Rule He gave is only a general precept. 
It 
has been criticized as affording no real basis in a complex civili­ 
zation for the settlement of profound domestic and international 
differences. 
When both sides believe they are right, how' can the 
admonition, “ Whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them ,” help compose the dispute? 
Yet the spirit of the Golden Rule, the spirit of generous 
love and sympathy, would be a universal solvent of problems 
if it could be sincerely applied. 
So Easter day will have value to us if we grasp the ideals it 
brings to our minds so dramatically; if we see a little more clear­ 
ly that blind adherence to self-interest in the long run courts dis­ 
aster; that salvation for the world as for individuals lies in fol­ 
lowing the path He laid out so long ago.

Pitkin. I ’ve 
been 
looking 
through your book. I m ean the one 
you wrote about Life Beginning at 
Forty, . . . I thought I ought to, 
for I was 40 a few' m onths ago. 
W hen your book came out a year 
or so ago, and sold so well because 
there are so m any people about to 
be 40, or 40, or just past 40, I 
didn’t see any need to be reading 
it. . . .

CHECK UP ON FIRE HAZARDS 


Fire losses take more toll in property damage and lives th an the 
activities of gangsters and crim inals. The people take measures to pro­ 
tect themselves against crim inal activity. Why not apply the same prin ­ 
ciple to the solution of our fire waste problem, which can be defin­ 
itely controlled by a little care and forethought? 
Fire is an indispensable agency. 
If kept under control, fire serves 
constructively; but if not confined to proper usages, it is disastrous and 
ruinous. 
Eighty per cent of the first losses which have occurred in 
Pennsylvania have been found to be due to the hum an elem ent in the 
form of carelessness, indifference and neglect. 
This results each year 
in needless waste of millions of dollars in property damage and an ap­ 
palling list of fatalities and casualties. If the people will realize the se­ 
riousness of uncontrolled fire, and in tu rn will co-operate w ith their 
state and local authorities in the prevention and removal of fire hazards, 
the unw arranted fire losses of the past will not recur. 
Spring Clean-up Week provides a natural starting point for the 
proper disposal of fire-generating accum ulations. 
It also should inspire 
a thorough checking of the home and places of business to unearth con­ 
ditions and combinations which invite conflagrations, so th a t the neces­ 
sary corrections can be applied. 
Statistics clearly indicate th a t over three-fourth of the fire lc 
as 
are caused by some careless act or omission on the p art of the indi­ 
vidual. 
It consequently follows th a t heavy fire losses, with their re ­ 
sultant disastrous effects, will continue until the people themselves 
actually and actively take part in fire prevention work to curb this n a ­ 
tional menace.

THIRD PARTY AGITATION 


Talk of a third party, even of a fourth, increases. It is due to the 
failure of the New Deal, so elaborately exploited in direct violation of 
the pledges of the Democratic platform of 1932 and of the Democratic 
adm inistration, to produce satisfying results. 
The country in a few m onths will enter upon another presidential 
campaign. 
As a m atter of course, Mr. Roosevelt will be the nominee 
of the Democratic party. 
To w hat extent more advanced “liberalism ” 
will control the Roosevelt convention is for the present mere speculation. 
From somewhere the Republican convention will produce a candi­ 
date. Who h^ will be, whence he will come, wiio can say? 
Ju st as the Democratic party is divided cn policies, so is the R e­ 
publican. 
Issues m ust be fought out in the rival conventions and sub­ 
m itted to the people. 
In May Republicans of the M id-W est are to assemble and prom ul­ 
gate principles intended to guide and influence Republican voters in the 
election of delegates a year or so hence. 
While the Republican party may and should be conservatively 
liberal, it can not make of itself a weak im itation of the Democratic 
party. 
It must stand for progressiveness, but within constitutional lim­ 
itations. 
How far the Democratic party may go beyond these lim ita­ 
tions rem ains to be seen. But even the most ardent of the Brain T ru st­ 
ers surely can not travel the lengths advocated by those who hold up to 
public view an impossible Utopia w ith leisure and money and homes and 
every luxury supplied for the asking. 
T hat sort of thing is left to the 
apostles of dream land: to Huey Long, for instance, who is toying with 
the idea th at as a candidate he m ight sweep the country. 
It may be th at Long will head a third party. 
But there are otner 
movements in process of incubation. 
W ithin a week announcem ent has 
come from Alfred M. Bingham, secretary of the Farm er-Labor Political 
Federation, th at conferences have already been held looking to the or­ 
ganization of a new party with, apparently, the La Follette Progressives of 
W isconsin and the Farm er-Laborites of M innesota forming the nucleus. 
Third and fourth parties, m arching far to the left, would, seemingly, draw 
m uch more heavily from the Democrats than from the Republicans. How­ 
ever, we are still a considerable distance from the 1936 delegate elec­ 
tions. and m uch will depend upon the state of the nation and the con­ 
dition of its people when the next president is chosen. 
A busy and contented country is never ripe for political revolution. 
Real recovery would tend to disintegrate the ranks of the Huey Longs 
and other disturbers and dispel m any of the phantasies th at now persist. 
Mr. Roosevelt has been promising such recovery. 
His theories and his 
four billion dollars will be put to a thorough test during the year to come.

The botanical nam e for th e p lan t 
Is “A m orphophallus R ivieri” and a c ­ 
cording to a description of it. it 
produces th e largest flowers in the 
world. 
In its native h ab itat th e 
flower Is so large th a t a m an s ta n d ­ 
ing upright can barely reach th e top 
w ith th e tips of his fingers, and 
can only reach h alf way around its 
circum ferance. 
In this country the flower is u su ­ 
ally n o t less th a n two feet in length. 
It blooms early in th e spring bet ore 
th e leaves appear. 
It usually has 
one leaf som etim es two. 
T he leaf 
stem is th e sam e as the flower stem , 
and th e leaf is a lacy-like um brella 
shape, stem in th e m iddle.

native h a b ita t all roots ap p ear on 
the top of the bulb, none below.

The 
scheme is to locate farmers who have 
made applications for Federal farm 
loans and who are pressed for cash.

County Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, L. W. Houk. has received 
notice of a ruling made by his de­ 
partment relative to the sale of 
poultry and hams by merchants.
